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Washington, Oct 24.— The navy de- 
I»artinent has made public that portion 
ot Admiral Sampson's report covering 
the conduct of the fleet under his com- 
mand, In Its operationa In the West 
ladles for about two months prior to 
tbe destruction of Admiral Ccrvera's 
ibifB on July 8. 

the report is dated Aug. 3, on the 
flagship New York, and txgiiis with a 
•tatement of the determination reached 
by the navy department to send a 
squadron to tbe Windward paasaf* tor 
the purpose of obMrratfOh, because of 
information received of the sailing 
April 29 of Admiral Ccrvera's squad- 
ron from the Cape Verde islands. On 
the voyage eastward from the naval 
base at Key West, -which began May 
4, Admiral Sampson reports there was 
experienced endless trouble and delay 
because of the inefficiency of the two 
monitors accompanying the other ships 
and whleh had to be token in tow. 
Their coal supply was so small that 
it was at once evident that they must 
either frequently coal or be towed. 

Among the telegrams received by the 
admiral from the di-partment at Wash- 
ingtOB when off Cape Haitlen was the 
flolHMrtet: 

"Do not risk or cripple your vessels 
against fortlflcations as to prevent 
from soon afterwards successfully 
fighting Spaniah fleet compssed of 
PelayOk Carlos V, Oqnendo. Viicaya, 
Maria Teresa, Cristobal Colon and four 
deep sea torpeo boats. If they should 
appear on this side. Long." 

STORMING OF SAN JUAN. 

On May 8 there was '§. consultation 
on board tbe flagship, and the admiral 
says that he decided to stand on the 
eastward as far as San Juan. Porto 
Rico, on the chance of flnding the 
Spanish squadron in that port. The 
squadron arrived off San Juan on tbe 
12th aiid the hoflkhardnienl of the place 
ensued. 

Regarding this action at this place 
the admiral says: "It was clear to my 
own mind that tbe squadron would not 
bars any great diflleulty in forcing 
the surrender of the place, but the fact 
that we should be held several days 
in completing arrangements for hihl- 
ing it; that part of our force would 
baTS to b« left to await the arrival 
of troops to garrison It; that tbe move- 
ments of the Spanish squadron, our 
main objective, were still unknown; 
tba the flying squadron was still north, 
ahd not in a position to render any 
aid; that Havana, Cervera's natural 
objective, was thus open to entry to 
^ucb a force as bis, while we were i 
/thousand miles dletaat, made our Im- 
mediate movement toward Havana im- 
perative. I thus reluctantly gave up 
the project against BaA Juan and stood 
westward for Havana." 

Shortly after news was received that 
the Spanish fleet had appeared oft 
Curacoft, West Indies, and the squad- 
ron, under orders from the departmeat, 
prpcseded to Key West, to which place 
the flying sqtwdron under Commodore 
Schley had already been ordered. 

TRAILINr, CERVERA'S KLEET. 

Arrangements were then hurriedly 
made and tb« flying squadron, aug- 
msBted. by ths other vscmIs under 

Commodore Schley, was sent off Cien- 
fuegos, where it was believed the en- 
emy would go in, which case an effort 
was to be made to engage and cap- 
ture him. 

From mewtfat rseelTsd by tb^ ad- 
miral from the department about May 
20, it appears that reports had miched 
the United States that tbe Spanish 
fleet was at Santiago; so tbe depart- 
ment advlMd Sampson to send imme- 
diately wort to Schley to proceed to 
that pla«a^ Ittvlnf one small vsassl off 
Cienfuegos. 

On May 21 instructions were written 
by Sampson for Commodore Schley and 
sent to htm via tho MarMshsM *re- 
carding the posBlbllity of tb* Spwlab 
fleet being at Kuntlaga 

The admiral, off Havana, gives 
copies of orders of battle which were 
to be followed in the event that Cer- 
vera ' -ft Santiaga Strict orders were 
Cive<i .or screening lights and to tee 
tt^at aooe wero acddsataUy s|)own.

OI'KKATIONS AllorXIt S.WTIAfiO. 

On May 23, as shown by the report, 
Commodore Schley expressed the be- 
lief that tbe Spaniards were at Cien- 
fuegos. On the 27th tbe admiral sent 
word to Schley, directing hira to pro- 
ceed with all possible speed to San- 
tiago l>ecau«e of information received 
that tbe Spaniards were there. Tbe 
same time orders were sent to have 
the collier Sterling dispatched to San- 
tiago, that tbe ccmmodors should use 
It. to obstruct the chaaasl at its nar- 
rowest part 

Sampson apparently felt certain of 
the KMMC* ot the Spaniards at San* 
tiago and nrsM that ths harbor must 
be Mocked at ail basards. Schley in 
the meantime had proceeded to San- 
tiago. It was then blockaded. The 
admiral congratulated tbe commodore 
on bis success and directed blm to 
maintain a dose blockade, sapedally 
at night 

Then follows telegrams from Schley 
showing tJiat he had recognized the 
enemy in the port and from Secretary 
Long to Schley, pointing out that the 
most absolutely urgent thing was to 
know positively whether the Spanish 
was in the harbor. It tehy were an 
immediate army and navy OKyvoMit 
was to be mada. 

Meantime Admiral Sampson had 
made arrangementl to proceed to San- 
tiago with a number of his vessels. 
He arrived thtre .Tunc 1. 

Then follows a historical resume of 
the doings of the fleet while oft San- 
tiaga On June 8 the admiral urged 
upon the department as he had pre- 
viously done, to expedite the arrival of 
the troops for Santiago, the diflleulty 
of blockading tlie Spanish ships dally 
increasing. On June 10 a dispatch was 
received showing that thei«amy ex- 
pedition was temporarily stopped be- 
cause of the reported observation of 
additional Spanish vessels in Ameri- 
can waters. In a memorandum dated 
June 15, the admiral says: "Tbe com- 
mander in chief desires again to call 
the attentloo of commanding ofHcer? 
to the poflitions occupied by the block- 
ading fleet, especially during the day- 
time, and It is BOW directed that all 
ships keep within a distance of tBe 
entrance to Santiago of four miles, and 
this distance must not be exceeded. 
SHAFTBU'S CAMPAION. 

The admiral rsproduoas the order of 

batle incidental to the landing of Shaf- 
ter's army corps June 22, when ships 
were sent to shell the beach and cover 
tbe landing of tbe men. Sampson 
again urged viffilaaoe on tho part of 
tho blockading squadron. 

The admoral here remarks tab much 
trouble was experlejiced in landing ou 
account of the wandering proclivities 
of some of the transports, which had 
to be looked up. Disembarkation was 
also rendered somewhat difllcult by a 
heavy sea. 

It appears that Admiral Sampson 
was preparing a torpedo attack to has- 
ten the destruction of the Spanish 
vessela 

On June SO the admiral received a 
communication from Major General 
Shatter announcing that he expected 
to attack Santiago the following morn- 
ing, and asking that bo (Sampson) 
bombard the forts at Aguadores. This 
request was complied with, and on 
July 1 General Shafter asked that the 
admiral keep up his fight on the San- 
tlago water front On July i General 
Shafter urged that an effort be made 
immediately to force the entraaoo to 
avoid future looses, which wert already 
very heavy. 

A reply was telephoned from Admiral 
Sampson, which said tho admiral had 
bombarded the forts at the entrance 
of Santiago and also Punta Gorda bat- 
tery inside, silencing their lire and 
asked whether he (Shafter) wanted 
further firing on tbe admiral's part 
The explanation was made that it was 
impoeUble to force an entrance until 
the channel was cleared of mines. To 
this General Shafter replied: 

"It is ImpossiUe for me to say when 
I can take batteries at entrance of 
harbor. If tboy are as difllcult to take 
as those which wo have been pitted 
against, it will be some time and a 
great loss of life. I am at a la'^u to 
see why the navy can not work under 
a destructive Are as well as the army. 
My loss yesterday was ever BOO men. 
By all means keep up Are on every- 
thing in sight of you until demolished." 

Admiral Sarapson then says: " I 
wrote General Shafter a letter, and be- 
gan making prorations to counter- 
mine, and, with the object of arrang- 
ing an attack upon the batteries at the 
entrance, a visit was arranged to Gen- 
eral Sbafter, so that the matter might 
bo thoroui^y discussed and combined 
action take plaoe. I had In view the 
employment of the marines for an as- 
sault on either the Morro or Socapa 
battery, while at tbe eame time aa-l 
■aultlng the deCoDses at ths oatnuice| 
with the fleet" I 

The sortie of Admiral Cervera's 
squadron and its destruction on Jnly 
3 has been made the subject of a sep* 



arate paper and need not be repeated 
here. This event closes the purely 
naval campal^, crowning with com- 
plete success the anxious WOTk Of al- 
most exactly two months. 

Want Cnban Ind«pen<lenr«>. 
Havana, Oct. 24. — A secret circular 
has been sent to tbe presidents of all 
the Cuban patriotlo committees de- 
nouncing a large number of Cubans 
who are looked upon as traitors to tbe 
cause of Cuban Independence and are 
charged with being attached to the 
AmerlOtat. The circular recommend.'^ 
a vigorous contest against not only 
Spanish residents but against Ameri- 
cans as well "who are endsavorlng to 
steal the Cubans' victory." 

Dotrt IMm til* AaMrtesa Wlmn. 

Havana, Oct 24.— About 50 Cuban 
patriotic clubs have been organized in 
Havana under the management in a 
large majority of cases, by physicians, 
lawyers and other profeosionial mon. 
Many of the memboro ot some ot these 
clubs attended the flret meetings wear- 
ing the Cuban and American flag.s. 
crossed. The prosiding officers of sev- 
eral of the clubs ordered that in future 
only the Cuban flag should be worn.

"It ia shameful," he said to the En 
qiiirer to-night, "that men are treated 
thia way when there is no need of it. If 
we were on the verge of a battle and anch 
hardahips were neceasarry there would 
be some exoose, but we are here to be 
mustered out of service. We have no 
winter olotliin« or eijuipments. Tin 
majority of the men can provide them 
selves with comfortable places and should 
be permitted to do ao. We have no duty 
to perform. There is nothing for us to 
do but loaf around until we are mustered 
out of service. I am satisfied that if thia 
weather continues two daya the reault 
will be aickneaa and death to many men 
who are now in perfect health."

The tobaooo market baa ihown more activity 

the past week and has given the sellers more en- 
couragement for the fall trade than was antici- 
pated last month. Stocks are reduced to such 
an amount that even one fai^tory could use the 
entire stocks in the Louiv\illc and Cincinnati 
markets, which we estimate at ahout 1 
of white biirli v. The ^t(ll■ks held l.y the manu- 
facturers can not he obtained, but from outside 
HpiaaraiKcs they i)robably have a large supply 
on haml, but the <iuestioii to he considered is: 
'How iiiui h will they reiiuirc from our market 
bt fore the new i an be secured and cured ready 
for iLM' " It will take fully four months before 
toe new can iie successfully used by the manu- 
facturers, and, therefore, we believe that ttiere 
will be use for nil the old stock on hand, and 
that our new year will open up with a clean 
market, and with less old tobacco on band than 
for a great many years. 

The old tobacco being marketed at thli Umeli 
excellent tobacco and keeps well, and will all be 
used by the manufacturers, but prices may not 
reach the flgnre expected by tbe holders. Low 
grades and red tip* are tUU Mlling bigb, and 
there Is a strong demand, but when tbe better 
grades sre raaelied there appssia to be no de- 
nuBdenlyatasBalliidraafleoTerthe medium 
tobaooo. 

The rsporti from tho eoontiy sie that a great 
deal of Aouse-bum will be found In the eiop. 
and It win not prove as dasfarable a erop as tbe 
old one. 80m DOW tobaooo was sold la tbe 
marirat tho past week. One erop of medium 
color and blsh wintor ease brought an average of 
tua roimd, and no doubt a few crops conld be 
told at good fignras at thia time. Tbe general 
Imprenlon Is that the crop will be marketed 
early, as thopait three yasa have proved that 
tbe redrylDg of tobacco by the growers does not 
piy since the tystem of steam drying by mann- 
lacturen bu been ad opted .
